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Press Agents Quit AMA 
Many who do not approve the 
Truman health insurance plan are 
disturbed over the tactics used by 
the American Medical Association 
to defeat the plan. For the second 
time in two years the AMA has 
been denounced by its own public- 
ity specialists for AMA tacties in 
fighting the Truman health pro- 
posals. In 1947 the firm of Ray- 
mond Rich Associates, publicity 
specialists handling public rela- 
tions for the AMA, resigned with 
a public protest, charging that the 
AMA was using dishonest tactics 
in connection with medical eco- 
nomics and was putting the selfish 
interest of doctors above the public 
welfare. Rich stepped out because 
the AMA refused to adopt his re- 
form proposals to “seek the truth 
on the economic and social aspects 
of medicine; put the public first; and 
become adequate to its responsibili- 
ties.” Then just recently David 
Brown, former editor of Liberty 
magazine, quit his $15,000 a year 
Editorial Director of the 
AMA publicity campaign to dis- 
credit the Truman health meas- 
ures. Mr. Brown also resigned in 
protest against the methods used 
by the AMA in their battle against 
publie health legislation. Thus an- 
other link is forged in the chain of 
evidence that reveals that the hier- 
archy of the medical profession in 
America may well be forcing some 
widespread and possibly undesir- 
able health reform by their refusal 
to accept moderate and reasonable 
measures of progressive 
in America’s medical service.

OMBS, STRATEGY AND ETHICS: We touched lightly in our 

last issue on the Navy’s protest over the U. S. air-power bombing 
strategy of indiscriminate civilian slaughter — more politely or evasively 
called “obliteration bombing.” We touched it only briefly because we 
thought certainly that once this signitieant controversy got to the publie 
ear, the usual news sources would do much with it. But apparently a 
heavy hand fell on any attempts at further discussion for, with rare 
exception, little more has been heard of this important matter, which 
holds such immeasurable moral implications for all of mankind. 

THE GENERAL PUBLIC has been given the vague impression 
that our air attacks on enemy cities were directed at military or indus- 
trial targets with “precision bombing” that pin-pointed these military 
targets to avoid unnecessary civilian casualties. But that is not the truth. 
While many air missions destroyed their targets with great skill through 
precision bombing, investigations have revealed that reports of our 
bombing successes were grossly exaggerated and that many of our bomb- 
ing forays were thwarted by enemy fighter interference and anti-aircraft 
fire. (BTL, Aug. 15). As a result, our air strategy pivoted increasing- 
ly upon obliteration or annihilation bombing, — destroying whole areas 
of industrial and residential communities. The records of such mass at- 
tacks on Hamburg, Berlin, Nuremberg, Yokohama, Tokyo, Nagoya and 
many other cities, — and finally the atomic holocaust of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, — climaxed the trend. Tere was no precision bombing or 
selected targeting; this was systematic, unrestrained, widespread de- 
struction of life and property, irrespective of who were the innocent 
or the guilty, the armed or the helpless. 

Now the development of this obliteration strategy into the atomic 
age leans heavily upon new long-range land-based super-bombers which 
would largely by-pass the need of naval support — thus threatening the 
place of naval power. This explains the all-out attack of the Navy 
against such strategy. Although further news of this controversy is 
being smothered, you may be sure that it is still raging behind the scenes.

ERE ARK ANGLES of importance to Christian thinking: First, 

mass civilian bombing in the future means atomic bombing. 
Where it took us many days and thousands of planes and bombs to wipe 
out Hamburg, we did it at Hiroshima in a few seconds with one plane 
and one bomb. Second, the top military and political leaders in Wash- 
ington have tried to keep the American people calin and undisturbed on 
this problem by keeping them uninformed. They have done this mostly 
by minimizing the effect of the atom bombing of Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki. In nearly all War Dept. releases concerning Hiroshima the figures 
given are always cut below estimates from other reliable sourees. For 
instance, a typical report was that given by the U. S. Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office to the International Congress of Military Medicine (AP 
Oct. 25th) which stated that only 50,000 died in Hiroshima. Yet the 
Official U. S. Strategic Bombing Survey, after weeks of study in Japan, re- 
ported the dead at between 70,000 and 80,000; and the Supreme AIl- 
lied Headquarters later added 14,000 known missing — never found or 
identified — which put the total at nearly 100,000 destroyed. 
Cousins, Editor of the Saturday Review of Literature and special cor- 
respondent for ABC in announced on last August 28th that, 
after interviewing responsible Japanese authorities, he found ample evi- 
dence that the total killed at Hiroshima was nearer 200,000 for there 
were many large contingents of Japanese civil and military personnel in 
the center of the bomb blast that had not been included in earlier esti- 
mates of the city’s population. This new evidence came from such 
sources as the Japanese rationing authorities who handled individual ration

cards for each person eating in Hiroshima and environs both before and 
after the bombing. 

In Nagasaki our military officials reported that there were 27,000 
killed but recent authoritative news dispatches from Nagasaki put the 
corrected estimates at 74,000 killed in the harbor city. Remember that 
the bomb was dropped on Nagasaki with the expectation that not many 
would be killed because of the surrounding hills near the naval base. But 
this new evidence shows that the destruction and deadly power of the 
atom bomb at Nagasaki was as great as that at Hiroshima, where the 
explosion was over a flat terrain. 

So right down the line there has been this effort to deliberately 
minimize the destruction of life in the two first atomic blasts over civilian 
areas. 

THE THIRD IMPORTANT ANGLE on this situation is the 
increasing belief among some of the world’s leading military minds and 
scientific leaders that these mass civilian slaughters DO NOT WIN WARS. 
Gen. J. F. C. Fuller, the famous British military authority-historian, so 
highly regarded in American military circles, recently poured out scalding 
words on this theme right into the ears of the American military by calling 
our mass destruction over Europe “unstrategic American bombing.” He 
said our slaughter of civilian population was a barbaric waste, leaving 
Europe in endless torture and turmoil and totally ungovernable, (BTL, 
Oct. 3). Then, as widely reported, there was the testimony (N. Y. Times, 
Oct. 12) of the American Admiral Ofstie who, appearing before a com- 
mittee in Congress, called the use of A-bombs on cities “inhuman and 
without military advantage.” Admiral Radford (N. Y. Times, Oct. 10) 
in the same hearings pointedly challenged the whole theory of trying to 
win wars by what the admirals charged was immoral mass killings of 
civilians, while we miss the more important task of destroying the 
enemy’s military potential by far more effective short range attacks at 
direct military targets. Then there is the devastating testimony and 
evidence showing that mass civilian bombings do not win wars presented 
in the book “Fear, War and the Bomb” by Dr. P. M. S. Blackett (Whit- 
tlesey House, $3.50). Other scientists, including Einstein, have taken 
the same position. 

CLIMAXING all this evidence is the knowledge that there exists 
a top rank, highly secret document in Washington ealled the “Harmon 
Report” so named for the air force General who headed the investigation 
of the strategie effectiveness of an atomic air attack.

But if the 
U.S. should come out as tlatly on a military policy against the bombing 
of civilian populations — not only on moral grounds but also because the 
mass slaughter of the defenseless and helpless does not win wars, we would 
be taking a long and exceedingly important step towards reducing ten- 
sions and the deadly pull that seems to keep drawing the world towards 
the vortex of world-wide destruction.

THER MAJOR TRENDS that change the military outlook: Atom- 

ie warfare is forcing painful changes in the entire Army-Navy psy- 
chology and technique — just as the machine gun forced trench war- 
fare and line formations out, and the plane made a relic of the battleship. 
Also, some of the close ties between top military figures and big business 
are being broken up by atomie problems. Big industrial groups are still 
to be the main recipient of fat military contracts, vet industrial leaders 
are finding they can’t dominate as in the past. U.S. Steel, Bethlehem 
Steel, Western Electric and General Electric have long been powerful 
friends of the Navy as revealed in congressional investigations and as 
recently pointed out by Drew The big auto manufacturers 
(tanks), textile manufacturers (uniforms), and chemical and plane man- 


Pearson. 
ufacturers have stood close to the Army. But today atomic energy — 
so far NOT a private profit enterprise has thrown a whole new element 
of control into the military picture. This change is disturbing to many 
of the top brass and braid who have felt rather cozy in their earcers with 
the big bosses of industry so closely associated with them to pull political 
wires, to plug for military appropriations — to say nothing of those 
But the tough civilian Atomie Energy Com- 
mission, with the publie spirited David Lilienthal the head, can’t be 
pushed around or cozied up to. 
forced the Commission to forsake all tradition and push ahead into the 
most highly imaginative fields ever known to human endeavor. Beeause 
of this, the onslaught against David Lilienthal was started. Lilienthal’s 
records of publié power administration does not set well with the large 
industrial interests who want to see the atomic power development pulled 
back into management for private profit, and the military also resent 
civilian control of the atom which formerly was a military monopoly. 
But 
Lilienthal only succeeded in staging one of the biggest farees in recent 
Washington history. Incidentally, perhaps you noticed how many of 
the press and radio services, subservient to large business and industrial 


swell jobs upon retirement. 


The very nature of atomie energy has 


the attacks on the Commission spearheaded by the drive against 


pressures, whooped things up when the charges were first leveled against 
Lilienthal and the Commission, then when the investigation frittered 
out, played down the news as if it never happened! So the thrust of 
atomic power into military strategy is making a wreck of other things 
besides the old tight ranks of battleship admirals. 


HE NEXT GREAT REVOLUTION that will hit the military world 
will come when atom bombs will be as easy and cheap to make as a 
small motor truck. Like every problem of industrial production, experi- 
ence and experiment continues to simplify methods. The Emergency 
Committee of the Federated Nuclear Scientists have issued bulletins 
warning that the day of plentiful and cheap atom bombs is not far away. 
On Sept. 25, this Committee issued a statement saying that Russia will 
have caught up with us in atomie production in two years. This group 
of nuclear research men warned continuously since the war that Russia 
would soon have the A-bomb, — while the political and military leaders 
kept talking loudly and proudly of our monopoly of atomie secrets - 
It is only a matter of a few years when 
atom bombs will be easily accessible 
before the world is r ady for it.
